Long Suffering Bi'uln. 


In the fall of 1879 Jacob Ehrout, a 


hunter nnd trappor, set a trap for a 
boar neur a largo swamp among tho 
loK"m°' camps of this county, and a 
few miles from Gregg's settlement. 
Bears were unusually plenty m tho 
woods that year, awl ono of immense 
si/,o had been seen several times in the 
noin'lJborJiocHl of the swamp, tut it nau 
oluSed all efforts of hunters to captm-o 
it 
The trap mentioned was sot for the 


spcciul purpose of ensnaring this bear. 
In scttiiio-u. boar-trap a triangular pen 
is constructed out of small logs or sap- 
lino-s. In this inclosuro the trap, which 
is Sponderous steel affair, with sharp- 
toothod jaws, is set. From it n chain 
extends to tlio outside of tho pen, and 
is fastened to a heavy piece of timber. 
The trap is placed so that if a bear en- 
ters to secure the meat or honev which 
is placed in the pen to attract him ho 
can not avoid stepping on the pan ot 
tho trap, tho jaws of which instantly 
spring shut, sinking their teeth deep 
in tlio ilesliof the bear's paw. 
The 


bi'-ir's efforts to escape with the trap is 
prevented by tho timber to which it is 
chained, which becomes interlocked in 
the trunks of trees and hold Bruin cap- 
tive. It happens once in a great while 
that the bear succeeds in drugging the 
trap and timber for miles, but they so 
retard his progress that tho trapper 
.finds no difficulty in. coming up with 
him and ending liis misery with a nlle- 
biill. It is not an infrequent occurrence 
for a bear to obtain its freedom by tear- 
ing oil tho. imprisoned paw and leaving 
it in llio trap, anil many old hunters 
a Hi rm that bears have been known to 
deliberately gnaw oft' an 
iruprispuijil 


pnw and niako their escape, llns is 
what the trapper Ehrout claims tho 
bear did which he set tho trap for re- 
ferred to above, for whcu ho visited the 
pen next morning ho found the trap 
on the outside, and fast, between its 
teeth tbe largest bcav-paw ho had ever 
seen. It was ono of the fore-paws. 
Tho bear could bo tracked by the blood 
from its lacerated log for a mile, where 
it entered the swamp, which was so 
douse that no man could outer. Dogs 
were sent in, and from tho fact that, 
some of thorn never camo out, while- 
others returned with torn flesh, it iyas 
surmised that tlio bear had been over- 
taken by them, but could not be over- 
come. Nothing more was seen or heard 
of tho brute, and it was tho opinion that 
it had probably received injuries from 
which it died. 


Early in the present season a party of 


Philadelphia gentlemen were trout-lish- 
inu- in tho vicinity of the sof.lcmcnt.and 
oiie day they reported having seen a 
very large bear cross the creek not far 
from their camp, und that when it 
climbed out of the stream ou the other 
side it limped as if it had been injured. 
A lifiiit was organized, but, although :t 
lasted three days, the bear was 
_ not 


found. 
Two smaller ones were killed 


near the head-waters of the creek, ono 
of which killed the dog of a hunter 
jinnu'd Haynes, and forced the hunter 
liimsclf to "a hand-to-hand light before 
•it received its death wound. About 
.three weeks ago a sheep, a pig and a 
calf belonging to residents of the settle- 
ment disappeared from tho inclosurc, 
und a few (lays afterward some children 
returning from school saw a largo bear 
cross the road within a quarter of a 
auiio of tho school-house. 
They re- 


ported that it was very largo and only 
lad throe ]o"s. No doubt was felt th:xt 
tho boar had made tho inroads on the 
pastures and pig-stiles of tho settle- 
ment', but an extended hunt failed to 
brill" Bruin down, although liis trail 
was struck several times and followed 
for miles. He exhibited more than the 
-usual cunning of his kind in escaping 
from his pursuers. 
It was decided 


rually, to givo up hunting lor him, and 
to set a nightly watch at tho pastures, 
in tho hope that he might return lor 
more mutton or veal and bo captured. 
The watch was kept up without being 
rewarded until last 
Sunday night. 


William Haynes, George Wing ami 
Harvey Strung were aciing as .sentinels 
ut tin: sheep pasture of the lirsl-named 
when, about ten o'clock, a huge dark 
object was seen to mount the rail-fence 
not more than a hundred feet away 
from where they sat concealed behind 
u clump of elders, und limp slowly; 
toward a knoll on which a flock ol 
sheep wore feeding, 
It was evidently 


the much-hunted cunning bear that had 
ventured once more on a foraging ex- 
pedition. Ho was a short rille-shot 
away, and Haynes fired. The bent- fell, 
but was on his foet in a moment turned 
and made back toward the spot whore 
he- had entered tlu; field at a spood which 
was remarkable if ho had only the three 
k-<oj he wnsreputed to have. 
Wingand 


Slriiii" sprang over the fenco, and made 
husluTo hencT Bruin oil'. Haynes fol- 
lowed the bear, which scaled the fence 
only to meet the other two men on the 
other side. They both fired, and the 
bear fell to the ground again. Once 
more he regained his feet, and, finding 
himself brought to bay, raised on his 
haunches and rushed at onco upon 
Wing and Slrang. A ball from Hay DCS' 
rifle stopped thc'hugo brute again, how- 
over, and he fell on tho ground, unable 
to rise. Another ball, which was sent 
through his heart, ended his career.

Early this forenoon Dear the Masonic

The situation of McCormick 
occasioned considerable excitement. He 
was m close quarters, and as it was feared 
thnt more ot the street which had been 
loosened by the jar of the street oars, 
would cave in, it was believed that more of 
the dirt would fall and cause the death of 
Prank. However, prompt action was 
taken by Peter Lynch, a follow workman, 
who at the risk of his own life, hurried to 
the rescue ot McCormick, and with a 
shovel dng him out. McOormick was 
drawn out by means of o rope. Ho was 
very pnle ond weak, but after resting 
awhilo he resumed work. Supt. Shorb, 
who has charge of the work, has braced 
the sides ot the trench. The accident 
wiU delay the work somewhat, and the 
expense will have to bo borno by Mr. 
Loeb.

Description ot the J-.ltta Monument. 
The committee nt Bloorniugton has 


purchased n beautiful monument to place 
at the grave ot Maria Litta, "Our Own 
Song Queen," who died recently. It will 
cost $1450, which includes till the money 
subscribed to the fund. The Pantograph 
snys the monument stands 17 feet nnd 5 
inches high nod is to be built in five sep- 
nrnte sections, all of fine granite. The 
base is five feet square, and will be mount- 
ed on n solid stoue foundation. The low- 
er part of the base will have inscribed the 
words "Marie Litta." Upon the upper 
section of the boee, which is somewhnt 
smaller than the lower, is cut a book, rep- 
resenting her chosen profession. On the 
first page are the words, "Come thou 
fount of every blessing," representing the 
first song Litta ever sang, and on the sec- 
ond page were inscribed the words, "Cnr- 
dinnl do Venice," tho loot piece she sang 
and' the most difficult piece of Italian 
opera she ever mustered. The next sec- 
tion is the dark die intended for any in- 
scription of date of birth, etc., which may 
be seen fit to place upon it. The lower 
portion of the pedestal has upon it the 
monogram, "M. L," and the upper por- 
tion, the treble cleff, surrounded by a 
beautiful laurel reef representing victory 
in music. Surmounting the whole is a 
beautiful draped urn, four feet in height, 
representing eternal Jifo.
